AMAZED ALLIES 
SCORN GERMAN 
COUNTER OFFER 


Pay in Full. 


BY JOHN STEELE.

LONDON, March 1.—* Amazing. Im- 
pudent. Impossible.” 

These were the epithets applied to- 
night by the allied delegates and offi- 
cials to the German counter proposals 
on reparations. as outlined today before 
the allied supreme council by Dr. 
Simons, the German foreign minister. 

Germany offered to pay the allies 
as war reparations approximately 30,- 
000,000,000 gold marks—about $7,500,- 
000,000—or only about one-seventh of 
what was demanded. 

But this proposal was made under 
two provisions: that Germany be ac- 
corded free commercial privileges 
throughout the world, and that Upper 


The allies have turned down flatly | 
the German offer and have summoned 
to. conference tomorrow morning the 
allied law and military experts to ad- 
vise means for cofmpelling execution of 
the, allied-demands. 

This conference meets at 10 o'clock, 
and its result will be reported to the 
heads of the allied delegations at noon. 
The Germans will be summoned on 


Thursday. 

The net resuit today’s develop. 
ments is that unless the Germans have 
a better offer to make—and they say 
they have not—they will go home at 
once and Marshal Foch will proceed 
with his plan of action compelling Ber- 
lin to pay. 

Premier Briand declared this after- 
noon that the allies would not budge 
an inch from the Paris accord. They 
were prepared, he said, to listen and to 
consider any reasonable counter pro- 
posal, but today’s offer did not fall with- 
in} this category. 

France, Britain in Accord. 

The British views were expressed by 
Prime Minister Lloyd George’s words 
to Dr. Simons: 

“The German government appears 
to have a compiete misunderstanding 
of the realities of its position. The 


posals already made cannot be exam- 
ined or even discussed as alternatives 
to the Paris proposals.” 

The whole tone of the German dele- 
gation, I am informed, was truculent. 
An official who was present at the 
meeting said they seemed to take the 
attitude of victors dictating peace 
terms rather than delegates of a nation 
appealing for terms. 

es Frown on Loan. 

The allies particularly were unfavor- 
ably impressed by the suggestion to 
capitalize Germany's reparation pay- 
ments through an international loan 
to be divided among the allied countries 
and held free from taxation in all coun- 
tries. 

The meaning of this as interpreted 
by the allies is that the Germans want 
the allies to furnish them the money 
to pay their debts by allowing the Ger. 
mans to offer so attractive an invest- 
ment that it would outshine other se- 
curities and be made still more attrac- 
tive through the surrender of tax reve- 
nues by the allied governments. 

A high British official expressed it 
as his view that the offer was made to 
be rejected and that the German gov- 
ernment wished to be forced to pay. 
The present German rulers, he said, 
were afraid to accept the Paris plan 
because it would place them in danger 
of being turned out of office, but hope 
to retain power if compelled to submit 
before a show of allied force. 

How the Germans Stood. 

This view, of course, is not taken 
by the Germans. Herr Schroeder, sec- 
retary of the German finance depart- 
ment, received me this ‘afternoon at 
the Savoy hotel and made an elab- 
orate explanation tending to show that 
the present German offer was more ad. 
vantageous to the allies than the Paris 
terms. 

He admitted frankly, however, that 
the whole offer depended on the reten-— 
tion by Germany .of Upper Silesia anc 
declared that if the plebiscite there — 
went against Germany the proposed 
plan would fall to the ground.
